Easter Church Services to Be at

This is the way for St. Louisans 
to begin daylight saving, under the 
national law which goes into effect 
Sunday morning: 


At 7 o’clock tomorrow evenins 


take your $1.19 alarm clock down 
from the kitchen shelf. Hold it 
firmly in your left hand, and with 
your right hand turn the hands of 
the clock until the hour hand is at 
the figure 8 and the minute hand is 
Do the same with your watch 
and with the parlor clock, if ary. 
And then-—-——- 

FORGET IT! 

Don't figure on changing the hour 
for mealtime or for bedtime or the 
hour for doing this or that. Just 
follow the clock, as you always did 
before, and do things at the same 
hour, by the clock, that you did be- 
fore. 

If you start trying to make read- 
justments here and there, you will 
be doing your worst to spofl the gond 
effect of the daylight saving plan. 
The essential thing in the whole plan 
is to change the ciock, and nothing 
else.

They will lose, on tomorrow 
night only, one hour of fireside lei- 
sure, and the Saturday night bath 
may have to be speeded up for that 
one time only. But this lost hour 
will be repaid on another Saturday 
night at the end of next October, 
when the cleck:- will be set back 
again. 

To help the public to remember 
the time for setting the clock ahead, 
it was announced today that electric 


lights would blink and factory whis 


tles would blow, at 7 p. m., tomor- 
row. 

Church services on Easter Sun- 
day and on every subsequent Sun- 
day, will be at the regular hours. 
The service which began at 190 
o'clock last Sunday morning will be- 
gin at 19 o’clock Easter morning, 
and the bells which have been ring- 
ing at 6 a. m., at noon and at 6 
p. m., will continue to ring at the 
same hours, by the clock.

But aid to gar- 
dening is another important aim, 
and the extra production of food, due 
to this hour's activity of home gar- 
Ceners, may prove to be even a big- 
ger asset to the nation than the 
eoal conserved.

Many pastors, 
in advance of the request made by 
the Mayor and the Chamber of Com- 
merece, urged their congregations to 
set clocks ahead tomorrow night, so 
as to be sure of promptness at the 
Easter services.

French and the British and has al- 


ready cut one of the two Paris- 
Amiens railroads, which are the 
main routes of lateral communica- 
tion between the two allied armies. 
At Montdidier the Germans are. 21 
miles from their starting place at St. 
Quentin and are hardly more than 
10 miles east of the latitude of 
Amiens, although nearly 20 miles 
south of that town. 

The capture of Amiens would 
bring with it an instant and terrible 
dislocation of allied communications; 
not only would the British and 
French armies be separated, but the 
British would be cut off from Havre 
and Rouen, the main bases of their 
southern armies. In a word, by tak- 
ing the city of Amiens, the Germans 
would, to all intents and purposes, 
divide the British and the French 
and deprive the British of their chief 
avenues of communication with 
Great Britain. This was what hap- 
pened, as far as communications 
were concerned, before the battle of 
the Marne, but then the _ British, 
abandoning their communications, 
maintained their contact with’ the 
French. They cannot do this now, 
because the mass of their army is 
north of the Somme and must re- 
main there. The latest German ad- 
vance, then, carries a distinct and 
deadly menace to the allies. On the 
other hand, there are inherent weak- 
nesses in the present posture of the 
Germans. The wedge, which they 
have driven forward to Montdidier is 
rapidly narrowing and they are now 
exposed to the obvious peril of at- 
tacks on either side of this awkward 
bulge, attacks which would threaten 
the safety of the troops in the point 
of the bulge. 


German Position Weaker. 

In point of fact, the German po- 
sition on the whole operative front 
is more and more tending to repro- 
duce their situation before the bat- 
tle of the Marne. North and south 
of their operative front, that is about 
Noyon on the Oise and around Arras 
on the Scarpe, the allied lines are 
holding firmly, as thé allied lines 
held about Paris and Verdun in the 
Marne campaign. As a result, the 
Germans are thus thrusting them- 
selves between two allied pivots and 
offering an inviting target for just 
such an attack as Maunory made 
from Paris on Sept. 5, 1914, in the 
first phase of the Marne. 


If the allies have at last collected 
their army of maneuver and can now 
put it in, if the British and the 
French have reserve armies north 
and south of the German wedge, 
then it would seem that the moment 
is about arrived when the strategy 
of the Marne can be repeated and 
one or both of the German flanks as- 
sailed. 


On the other hand, if the German 
advance cannot be halted in the 
next day or two, either by flank at- 
tacks or by frontal resistance, then 
there is real danger of the penetra- 
tion of the Germans between the 
British and the French, and fall of 
Amiens and the general dislocation 
of allied affairs in all the region be- 
tween Paris and Amiens. Paris, it- 
self, is not yet threatened, and on 
the contrary there is a distinct pull 
away from Paris on the part of the 
German armies nearest that city,

Situation Still Critical. 

There is less cause for panic now 
than at any moment since the Ger. 
man drive began. The British sit- 
uation has been pulled together 
from the Scarpe to the south bank 
of the Somme and the French, tak- 
ing over the broken flank of the 
British along the Oise are steadily 
Blowing the German pace.

BRITISH AIRMEN

Twenty-Four German Machines 
Brought Down in Day, Seven

LONDON, March 2% (By A. P.).— 
The continuance of fierce air fight- 
ing in the battle area is shown by 
the report of aerial operations issued 
last night, which says that on 
Wednesday 24 German machines 
were brought down in air fighting 
and seven Were driven out of con- 
trol. Nineteen British machines are 
missing.

“Low flying was again carried out 
Wednesday by large bodies of our 
airplanes, while our infantry ma- 
chines continued their work of re- 
porting the position on our battle 
line.

As subor- 
dinates did not certify the payrolis, 
except verbally, to Polito, they can- 
not be legally held résponsible.

If Senator Overman was even approximately 
correct in his statement about German spies in 
this country, the facts are the most serious in- 
dictment of governmental laxity the administra- 
tion has been called upon to face.

If, the country is asking, there are 400,000 
spies, or 100,000, or 1000, why has not one of 
them stood upon a gallows or faced a firing squad? 
Why have our prosecuting authorities and our 
courts been so scrupulously careful of the feelings 
of this gentry’and so blind to t&e cruelty such 
a policy of squeamishness inflicts upon our gal- 
lant boys on the firing line? 

If the authorities would be warned they have 
but to read in each day’s news the unrest that 
this sort of paltering with an unpleasant duty is 
bringing upon our people everywhere. Surely 
they can see that there is something serious be- 
hind all these mobbings of suspected aliens 
throughout the United States. Lynch law is a 
hateful thing, but when the authorities habitually 
ignore a crying evil, nobody should be surprised 
if the people take matters into their own hands.

We saw on yesterday an mdication 
that probably a reserve army had already begun a 
similar drive on the north to widen the point already 
driven into the allied line. I warned everybody to 
look out for that reserve, as I am sure the allies them- 
selves have been looking out for it; and I reserved 
judgment until we are quite sure that what the Ger- 
mans heve done is the best they have. I asked every- 
body to recall that the Germans are staking every- 
thing on this fight; that defeat for them means loss of 
the war, and therefore cautioned my audience 
against a too hasty conclusion that the allies are go- 
ing to win. 

Glaucon: I believe that is sound. 

Socrates: Thanks, my dear Glaucon. Probably the 
Germans nourish their morale or something oY that 
sort by having the church bells ring every time it 
looks as if the battle were going their way; but our 
own morale is best served, I am sure, by first being 
sure that we are not counting the chickens before 
the eggs hatch. I think the Germans are done for. 
I have always thought they could not whip the 
world, and I am encouraged to see them evidently 
finding this out for themselves. However, we must 
not forget that the prize for which they are fighting 
is a mighty big prize. They want the earth, as many 
another people have wanted it, and they are not go- 
ing to give up hope of getting it until they have ex- 
hausted both their invention and their strength.

Imagine a German staff officer re- 
porting in Berlin that more than 1 
hundred thousand Alsatians were 
armed and organized and that they 
threatened, unless certain proposed 
legislation uniting them, for exani- 
ple, with Baden, was withdrawn, to 
resist forcibly any attempt to incor 
porate them in that Grand Duchy: 
Would not this look to a German of- 
ficer like real revolution and nothing 
else? And when, in addition, there 
came news of the handing of arms 
for the Nationalists in Ireland, anil 
of the organization of the National- 
ist-army, the Germans, without 
knowledge of the psychology of oth- 
er peoples, believed that Great Brit- 
ain had her hands full and that the 
moment had come when they could 
go to war and leave Great Britain 
out of all calculations. So studying 
only the German mind, believing that 
all peoples in national character are 
like the Germans, the Great Genera! 
Staff, the greatest military aggre-. 
gation the world has ever seen, failed 
lamentably whenever the human ele- 
ment became the factor in the sit- 
vation. Its military successes have 
been marvelous; its judgments of 
mankind ridiculous. Its errors of 
judgment may be arranged as fol- 
lows: 

Error Number One. 

Italy was in alliance with Ger- 
many and Austria, although there 
was no greater hate before the war 
than that between Italians and Aus- 
trians; and the Great General Staff 
believed that Italy would remain in 
this unnatural alliance; would fight 
in order to give the Germans and 
the German-Austrians the domina- 
tion of Europe. The victory of the 
Central Empires would have placed 
Italy under that Austrian influence 
from which in her struggle for free- 
dom under the leadership of Cavour. 
Garibaldi and Victor Emanuel, she 
had liberated herself. 

Prince Buelow, who early in his 
career romantically married a 
charming Italian of good family, was 
sent to Rome to keep Italy neutral.

Error Number Seven. 


E have seen what a shell the 
W Russian Empire was, but in 
July, 1914, the Great Gen- 

eral Staff believed that Russia was 
on the edge of a revolution. Bar- 
ricades had been erected in 
streets of Petrograd, and the staff 
believed that the revolution which 
has since divided Russia was in the 
making. Instead of this the Rus- 
sian Empire lasted for nearly three 
years, and the Russian troops and 
Generals inflicted many a hard ‘blow,

Error Number Eight. 

Germany was confident that the 
United States had been so propagan- 
dized, so covered by bribes, by paid 
newspapers, that the export of sup- 
plies to the allies could be prevented. 
Another error was the _ barbarity 
shown in the sinking of the Lusita- 
nia, by which it sought to terrorize 
Americans into withholding from 
England and France the privileg>: 
of international law and of the defi- 
nite treaty of The Hague in 1907, 
in which Germany had joined and 
which gave to private individuals the 
right to supply munitions of war to 
any belligerent.

No. 7—HENRY H. WARD, 
American Spy in Spanish War. 


HE Maine had been blown up in 
Havana Harbor on Feb. 15, 
1898. Our country was clam- 
oring for war with Spain. Everybody 
knew hostilities must soon begin. 
Tremendous interest at once centered 
about the movements of the various 
Spanish fleets, for warships and 
troop transports were about to be 
rushed from. Spain into Cuban wa- 
ters. Much depended on our Govern- 
ment’s knowledge of these fleets’ 
movements. 

Then it was that Henry, Heber 
Ward of the United States Na@vy—an 
Ensign and still in the 20s—hit on a 
daringly clever spy plan. The *Navy 
Department accepted his services for 
the risky job and‘he set to work. 

Ward soon appeared in’ Montreal in 
the guise of a rich and lazy young 
Englishman who called himself 


| “Hopkins,” and who asked the Can- 


adian authorities for a passport to 
cruise among southern waters in his 
luxurious white steam yacht. He had 
little trouble in securing the needed 
passport. 


HENCE he sailed for Spain. His 
T yacht touched at various ports 
there. The’ young “Engtish- 
man’’ showed a childishly eager in- 
terest in Spain’s preparations for 
war. But he also proved himself an 
active business man. for almost every 
day he sent market cablegrams to a 
firm of Liverpool stock brokers. 
These cables were not in cipher. The 
Spaniards transmitted them without 
suspicion. One such stock cable sent 
from Cadiz, Spain, read as follows: 
“Sell Jones 300 at five-eighths.”’ 
The message was forwarded to the 
Liverpool stock brokers, who 
promptly cabled in code to Washing- 
tons

The prearranged cipher was very 
simple. Here, in part, is its key: 
“Sell”? meant “sail,” “buy” meant/ar- 
rive.’”’ Integral figures stood for’ bat- 
tleships; the numerators of fractions 
meant the number of torpedo boats. 
Each Spanish port was represented 
by some proper name. “Jones,’’ for 
instance, was ‘“Cadiz.”’ 


The yachtsman, with his innocent 
excitement over Spanish ships and 
his eternal fussy cablegrams to his 
brokers, caused much amusement in 
the various seaports of Spain. His 
English passport was surety of his 
So was his artless man- 
ner. By the time the Spanish secret 
service began to think of putting him 
under surveillance the young man 
had sailed away, headed for the West 
Indies. 

He ran into a Spanish-ruled West 
Indian port for coal. The local au- 


| thorities either had instructions from 
|Spain or else were suspicious on gen- 
eral principles. For Ward’s yacht 
was forbidden to leave port. 

That night, under cover of rainy 
darkness, Ward sailed away without 
waiting for permission. His absence 
was discovered at dawn and the 
cables were kept busy notifying other 
Spanish ports. 

A day or two later, off San Juan, 
&@ Spanish gunboat overhauled the 
yacht. Ward and his crew were 
seized in the name of the King of 
Spain. Ward fumed and complained, 
in true British tourist fashion, at the 
outrage of his arrest. He stayed 
on deck while his yacht was piloted 
into the tricky harbor. And all the 
time he was shouting protests at his 
ill treatment he was using his eyes 
to the best advantage. 

As.a result of his unsuspected 
study of the harbor he was able to 
send our Government a careful de- 
scription of its twisting channel, the 
location of its submarine mines, the 
positions and sizes of its batteries, 
etc. 


HE moment Ward set foot on 
r land he sent for the British 
Consul. To that perfectly in- 
nocent functionary he handed his 
passport and wrathfully announced: 
“I am a British subject, cruising 
in these water on my own yacht. I 
have been arrested on the high seas. 
The: authority of Great Britain has 
been insulted. I demand my instant 
release!”’
